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_Gn-motion of Mr. Tuton of Blooming- 
ton, the report was laid on the table. 

Mr. Robertas of Washington, then pre- 
sented a resolution which was adopted, as 
follows: 2eesolved, That when an article 
or articles of the Constitution be reported 
by a committee, the report shall be read, 
laid upon the table, and printed. 

Mr, Emery of Lawrenee, moved that 
Mr, Hicks of the 13th district be qualified. 

But upon the suggestion of Mr. Parrott 
of Leavenworth, the motion wes withdrawn. 

On motion of Mr. Parrot, of Leaven- 
worth the report of the commitice on 
amendments to the constitution was taken 
from the table and referred to the commit- 
tee of the whule. 

On motion of Mr, Parrot of Leaven- 
worth, the convention went into commit- 
tee of the whole, 

The President called Mr, Smith of 
Franklin to the chair. 

Afterwards Mr. Smith reported that the 
committee had made progress on the sub- 
ject under consideration, and asked leave to 
sit again. 

Leave wes accordingly granted.

the season that it would spread the jasti- 
tution of slavery north of that line, the 
roverso Will be exactly true, that freo justi- 
tution will take the lead in every, in all 
Yerritory that may be aeqnired south of 
that line, where the institution of slave 
Jabor was never engrafted before acquisi- 
tion, Thon all fair dealing, honest Free 
State wen must adimit, that the repeal of 
that restriction was the greatest blow that 
ever was ateick for freedom in the United 
States—-all resulting from the simple fact 
that the northein people are migrating, — 
estloas and a ready to go at 
once whera the opportunity presents to 
hetter their fortune, They area working, 
hardy, industrious people; henee their 
zeal to elevate and dignify labor by exclud- 
ing negro slavery, is right and natural, and 
should not be cause of complaint by our 
brethren of the south. That the property 
in the slaves already in our Territory should 
be fairly dealt with, so that the owners of 
auch property should not ba subject to any 
saatificd or Joss, will be addressed to the 
conservative men in the Convention with 
much forca, and that they will deal with 
the malter in a discreet and proper manner,

tution; more to aruwo the long- 
slumbering moval sense ef the people 
of the Nort th es to great iniquity of 
the “sum of all villanies’—than 
Wiliam Lord Currison and his s9- 
cioty, the N, Y. Geile and is edi- 
torsi Charles Mimaner and Re elo- 
Dor Seward nal his stubhorn 
faets and snbly orguizog platforms 
aul jae than all of them 
could havo done in five long years 
of incessant labor. 

Tho pro-shuyery seed which the 
Barons and Governor have sown are 
springing up in the form of Frec 
State voters, 

Among these sizns of hope, there 
is only one of discouragement.— 
Gov. Reeder, it appears, has played 
us false. The New York Tribune 
of Oct 8th says:— 

“This Missouri band tho Presi- 
dent now recognizes as a true Legis- 
lature of Kansas; his new Gov. 
Shannon upholds and threatens to 
enforce their enactments as valed 
laws of Kansas; he is hand and 
glove with them in all things and 
votes at the election they appointed 
For Reeder, the avowed pro-slavery 
‘candidate for Congress!” _

ing our candidate in the last elec 
tion as they claimed the Free State 
Mayor of Leavenworth City!

lished ja Aans is js nat truo that 
“Slavery is onthe rapid inereasa hera” 
nor is jè tra that the protuavery men and 
tic Tree State mon are arming’ against 
cash othar here, The Free State men 
would look with the merest contempt upon 
the insignificant numbers of their oppo- 
nentis jin arms. If we are arming, wa are 
arming because we feel that we are in dan- 
ger of f having that taken trom us which 
every freeman under heaven would rather 
seo us yield our lives than suner to be 
takon, and neainst whom those arms mey 
ba raised, we pies nut say, ur rardly think, 
The proslavery interest ge the Terris 
tory is as nothing compared with the Free 
State strength, and has never of itself ex- 
cited ja us one serions apprehension; and 
had not that arm at Washington on which 
all Americans have heretofore felt safe in 
reclining, have been withdrawn trom Us, 
we should now have ben in the haven of 


‘political rest; the great victory would al- 


ready have been won We can porosive 
why the peuple of the East would naturally 
be more reluctang in reetiving the truth'in 
our case, than they aro in receiving. it in 
regard tu the Crimean war, or any other 
subject in which the patriotism and integ- 
rity of Americans is not involvel, We 
romiember our own ynwillinghess, and 
that of the people with whom wo walked 
the Granite {lilla in former slays, to be- 
Have that Amoricana had disearded the 
doctrines proclaimed by our noble ances- 
tors in that world-renowned daelaration of 
human rights, which bas. sonstituted the 
chief cornar-atonie of our liberties; bubyre 
cannot. hold tham: guiltless of ame ae 
the most, skéred of kaman sbikgetiqn 
when theprattise their faith in hapat 
inn and respect for the Consiltatlon by 
othens.of titeir comvtryrien, i gah ie 
passive heloldecs of: iha tadubriins 


consiituiies, and a republican form of gov- 
erament. 

Do notthe people of New Hampshire 
know that the man who, presented himself 


at the doors of the Capitol last winter as a - 


Delegate from this territory, was no more 
‘elected to that office hy the people of Kan- 
, sas than he was by themselves? Do they 
‘not know thatthe body of men who have 
been in session ostensibly as the legislature 
and council of Kansas, were no more the 
ightful representatives and counsellors of 
us than they were of them, and thata 
large portion of that body were never, are 
not, and never pretended, oven, to be resi- 
dents of Kansas? Do they not know, toos 
that in the pretended levislation of that 
body there are enactments, not in subver- 
sion of the spirit and letter of the Consti- 
tution of the United States alone, but of 
rights inherent by our natures, recognized 
by every civilized people upon-the earth, 
and without the free exercise of which all 
pretence to human liberty is a mockery ? 
If you do not know these truths, then you 
have not listened to the story of our 
‘ wrongs, as borne to yon on every breeze, 
‘or you have not that confidence in the 
statements of your countrymen and former 
associates, made under the most solemn 
circumstances, which is always due from 
one human being towards another. 

The people of Kansas are laboring under 
the deepest and most solemn emotions 
known to the buman breast. Not upon 
the subject of negro slavery ; this long since 
ceased to be a common subject of medita- 
tion amid the weightier matters which 
press upon our attention. ‘The question 
most heavily upon us is, not whe thor Kan- 
sas will be a slave or a free State either, 
but it is, whether we ourselves shall be 
slaves or freemen. The freo State men at 
avery time for the last six months have 
outnumbered their opponents by from sev- 
en to ning to one, and there has followed 
of course no anxiety for the result of the 
character of the institutions of the future 
State, provided we conld receive that pro- 
tection from the home government which 
we were promised, and which itis the pror- 
ince of the Constitution to guarantee—a 
condition which we could not at first fora 
moment supposes would be wanting. Wo 
could not believe the President so mad and 
sovruddarly recreant to the high trust repos-

Reeder, becausa he attemptad to enforce 
respect and regard for Constitutional and 
Congressional law, and dared fulfill to the 
letter the pharisaical instructions he was 
placed under? and what the announcement 
of Gov. Shannon in his inaugural before the 
people of Westport, Mon that he had come 
on to enforce the edicts of their Missouri- 
Kansas Legislature. and that the army of 
the United States was placed subject to Lis 
order for that end? l 

Atthe time the news of the above an- 
nouneenient was brought inte the Territory 
wo were holding a Convention at Big 


- Springs, for the nomination of a candidate 


to support as Delegate to Congress, and to 
consider other matters of great importance 
tous. Gov. Reeder, Judge Julisson, and 
many other gentlemen of eminenee were 
preent, and, although it was ¢ 'nerally bo- 
Hered that Gov. Shannon was 1. orreetly 


reported, yet tLe feclings of the assembly - 


—untii now marked by a high degree of 
solemnity in view of some subjects before 
the meetine—became changed at once in- 
to excitement, which showed plainly en- 
ough that there is yet some blood of the 
old stock coursing in the veins of Amai- 
cans. A committee was at once appointed 
to wait on the new Governor and stale to 
him our grievances. 

Every honorable means will Le resorted 
to to save an open ruptme with the United 
States, but tho question is foreed upon us 
with terrible earnestness whether we 
ought, in Justica to ourselves, in justice to 
our countrymen, and in justice to the cause 
of liberty throughout the world, ruter our 
rights to be even temporarily taken from 
us, for the sake of prezenting to the world 
an cmpty appearance of national harmony ; 
especially as this is the first general and 


_ deliberate attempt to set at defiance the 


will of the nation and republican princi- 
pes, 

Many will blow upon the idea of resist- 
anca, force to force, with the United States. 
We pray of them not to look quiteso light- 
ly upon the mattor, “Behold what a great 
fame a little fire kindleth.” Should such 
a contingency arise, which God avert, it 
will net have arisen without our having 
counted the cost to ourselves, but we can- 
not estimate the cost to the American peo- 
ple dnd the cause of human liberty thro’ 
out the world. G.
